AN  UNUSUAL  COLLECTION:  An  English  dealer  recently 
offered  us  a  collection  of  parodies,  110  voliimes  in 
all,  irfiich  has  been  sent  to  us  at  a  prospective  cost 
of  $51.30.  The  collection  is  built  aroimd  the  once 
famous  work  of  Horace  and  James  Smith,  Re.jected  Ad- 
dresses, published  anonymously  in  l£3l2,  and  frequently 
reprinted  and  imitated.  Many  of  the  editions  and  imi- 
tations are  in  this  lot  —  Rejected  Odes,  Accepted  Ad- 
dresses, American  Re.jected  Addresses,  etc.  There  is 
also  a  long  series  of  Martin  and  Aytoun's  Bon  Gaul- 
tier  Ballads  (sixteen  or  more  editions  from  lSl+5  to 
1903), and  works  in  this  kind  by  Calverley,  Swinburne, 
J,  C,  Squire  and  others.  Frivolous  as  these  works 
may  seem,  Joe  Lee  Davis  has  recently  made  a  brilliant 
plea  for  parody  "as  a  unique  combination  of  both  cre- 
ative and  cognitive  criticism.  ,  ,  .  To  en^jloy  Menck- 
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en's  analogy,  the  writing  of  it  involves  the  kathar- 
sis  not  only  of  laying  an  egg  but  also  of  thromng  it"
